to keep down prices and wages, 
has visibly made thc auto makers 
unhappy.

its wage stabilization board,

called a conference tomorrow be- 
tween representatives of the auto 
industry and the CIO Auto Work- 
ers union. 


Out of this conference may come 


some solution, or some part of a 
solution, on the wage-price 
prob- 


lem. It's not something which can 
be settled by one conference, as 
you can remember 
from World 


War II days when the problems of 
wages and prices was unending. 


But here at the very start of the 


problem now the 
government is 


confronted with an unusual situa- 
ion, as you'll see in a second. 


The law which congress passed 


n September, giving the govern- 
ment power to hold down prices 
and wages, says 
that 
whenever 


prices in any industry — right now 
in the auto industry — are frozen, 
wages must be held down, too. 


Now in some other industry the 


problem might be comparatively 
simple, even when there's a union 
involved. For if 
thc 
company's 


prices were helddown the workers 
wouldn't have any special arrange- 
ment for getting wages up. 


It's different in the auto indus- 


try. The auto workers union has 
contracts with the 
biggest com- 


panies that calls for this: 


When living costs go up 1.14 per 


cent, the workers must be given 
an increase of 1 cent an hour in 
pay. It's a 
five-year 
contract. 


About 1,000,000 workers are 
cov- 


ered by this kind of agreement. 


But now, with the automakers' 
rices frozen, suppose living costs 
o up. Is it fair to the workers to 
cprive them of this 1-cent an hour 
nore, due to higher living costs? 


And is it fair to the automakers 


o hold down their prices if most 
f the rest of the country isn't un- 
.er government orders 
to hold 


.own prices and then the costs of 
naterials go up?

It's not an easy 
problem 
for 


JSA. Walter Reuther, head of the 
auto workers union, says he'll fight 
any attempt to freeze wages in the 
auto industry. General Motors, the 
argest auto maker, said the price 
Ircczc on cars placed "in jeopar- 
dy" the five-year wage agreement 
with the auto workers. 


At this point 
the government 


since its unable to impose wider 
price and wage controls instead of 
singling out one industry, is pay- 
ing the penalty for not being even 
near ready to do a real job of con- 
trolling prices and wages, although 
the problem has been talked aboi»t 
for almost six months.

Phillips' sneer that the Christian 
idea Of hell was a place where 
everyone had to mind his own busi- 
ness. Yet, we behold, his friends 
of democracy, hiring snoopers and 
Informers to pry into other men's 
lives, ransack their offices

generally meddle in their affairs 
on a scale no normal meddler ever 
dreams of." 


This refers to Avedls Boghos De- 


rounian, alias John Roy Carlson, 
a perpetually frightened profes- 
sional sneak and notorious liar of 
whom Judge John P. Barnes, of 
the United States court, said.that 
he was unworthy of belief on oath. 
Derounian wrote a book which was 
found to be false in three formal 
trials.
